THE PORT OF-MARSEILLES. 


_ Neil came the Salle do, Comite de Leg- 
islation, of the: Corinthian order, remarka- 
Me!fqr ah elaborate.ceilfig, with tbe tie

In the tympana of the arches intersect- 


ing the coves were thirteen medallions, 
with portraits oi ilathieu Dumas, Four- 
croy, Boulay do la Menrthe, St. Jean 
d'Angely, Fermor, Bigot de Preameneu, 
Cuvier, Jaubert, Treilhard, Dessolta, 
Merlin, Louis, and Mourner. The Salle 
du Comite de 1'Interii ur, remarkable for 
four Corinthian columns of granite, gave 
access to the Salle du Comito des Graces, 
in which was a painting by Cissies, rep- 
resenting the "Arrestol' President Bris- 
aon in the time of the League." This 
edifice cost 11,340,000 francs. 


PALACE OP THE LECIOK OP UONOB. 
This was one of tbe most elegant build- 


ings in Paris. It was erected ia 17S6 for 
the Prince of Salm, and con&equently 
bore until 1802 the iiamo of the Hotel da 
Prince de Salm. On the establishment of 
the Legion of Honor by Napoleon the 
palace -was appropriated for the purposes 
of this institution. 


The principal entrance to the court waa 


through'a triumphal arch, flanked on each 
side by a colonnade of the loanio order, at 
the extremity of -which were correspond- 
ing buildings, surmounted by bas-reliefs. 
Tho .front of the edifice, distinguished by 
a colonnade of tUc Ionic order, and sLc 
Corinthian'columns of noble dimensions, 
gave dignity to the entrance; over thi* 
somo fine bas-reliefs, executed by Roland, 
added to the rich appearance of the front, 
so much and justly admired. This part 
just described constitutes tho chief beauty 
•of the edifice. Its architecture through- 
out was executed in the purest taste, and 
was a triumphant testimony of tbe judg- 
ment and genius of Rousetau, its archi- 
tect. 


The apartments of thia palace were re- 


markable for ineir elegante and the sim- 
plicity of their ornaments, Tho dining- 
room was adorned with columns of the 
Ionic order. 
Tho principal apartment 


was of a circular form. Tho eide which 
faced tbe quay had a eeroi-circular form. 
On this side were larco windows, betweer 
which wero placed Corinthian columns 
with statues. The other parts of the odij 
fice wero aleo adorned with, busts and 
Other ornaments of sculpture distributed 
with much taste.

In the general conflagration the Palais 


Royal, which is almost opposite to the 
Tulleries, could scarcely have escapee! par- 
tial destruction. This edifice was erected 
by Cardinal Richelieu. The residence ol 
tbe Cardinal, first, called by the modest 
name> of the Hotel do Richelieu, occupied 
then but a comparatively email «pace, bnl 
its size increased with the fortune and 
power of ita owner. It was begun in 1621 
after the drawings of llercier, and finished 
in 1630. This palace ~us-adorned with 
much taste and luxury.

EVADING THE TOM-EDO PATENT.—A 


few days ago a onrions experiment was 
tried on Cherry Tree Run for the purpose 
of testing air-tamping in oil wells, in con- 
tradistinction to fluid tamping, which is 
essential in the Roberts-patent claim for 
exploding torpedoes in wells, the theory 
being that II the fluid tamping could be 
obviated, the patent oonld be evaded. The 
well was first pumpad dry, the pump and 
sucker-rods withdrawn, and by means of 
a gauge of peculiar construction, the 
water was allowed to reach a point direct- 
ly below that portion of the rook to be ex- 
ploded.
